selection of a man to direct the affairs 
of this great institution sliall come be- 
fore them. 


Those familiar with educational af-

gence and influence is needed at the 
head of the University, ar.d that a 
mistake or blunder in making the se- 
lection of a president might work ir- 
reparable injury to the institution.

vised ot Mr. Kellogg's resignation have 
a man in view for the place.
